Bio Bend.— Mr D. F. Adutns arrived 
from Big Bead on Saturday evening and re- 
ports that "Nobby Jack" und "Johnny" liing 
had discovered a now creek about 100 miles 
eouili of the Steamboat Landing on tho Co 
lurabia, which prospected 20 and 50 cents to 
the pan ol dirt.

Honour mado it a duty on tbo part of Aus- 
tria, not to treat without her allies, and to 
havo Ihe States which had followud her for- 
tune included in tho preliminaries of peace, 
It is vain for it to bo t bjeoied that Austiia 
could not have treated in tho name of the 
Southern States wilhout putting hersolf im- 
plicitly at the head or iho Soutborn Confed- 
eration. Failing a common treaty, Austria 
might have claimed two simultaneous treaties' 
thu negoualious for which might have pio- 
gressed at the some timo. For Austria to 
have (ailed in this duty of honor, bIio must 
have met with inexorable determination on 
tho part of M. Bismurck ; and only the do- 
eire of humiliating her rival could have 
oaused Prussia to insist on this point. 

It is lo be icmarked also that Prussia, who 
granted an armistice of a month to Austria 
with whom preliminaries of peace had boon 
arranged, only agreed to au armiatico of 
three weeks with Bavaria and tbo other 
States of Ihe Soulh, with whom no prelimin- 
aries had been arranged. Where tho work 
is moro than hall douo, Prussia shows her- 
self easy; where everything haa to bo ar- 
ranged sho is sparing of timo. 

The secret of thia contradiction ia easily 
diseovored. 

Piu-sia has wished to isolate the South- 
ern Stales in order to have thorn completely 
at her mercy. 

It liuvaria tii a to r sist ihe oonditions which 
will be imposed on her, Prussia will allow 
Iho three weeks of the urmistice lo elapse, 
and as sho will have for eight days tho wholo 
of hur forces at her disposal, sho will huvo 
conquered all the Bavarian territory bolore 
Austria has the right lo fire a shot. 

Aud when Bavaria ia incapable of resist- 
injr, what can Wurtembur^ und iho two Grand 
Dukes of Hesse and Baden do? 

In order to be sure in imposing hor own 
will, Prufsia, by a proceeding wh oi ihe 
Monileur du Soir comments on wmi just 
severity, has put herself in possession of the 
object of her concupiscence. Whilo tho Gor- 
man forces on the more intelligence ol the 
armiatico immediately eeasnd nil acts of hos- 
tility, the Prussian oommander.°, under the 
prelost of having no orders respecling it, 
continued their march forward everywhere 
surprising NuromLurg and Wurzburg, a j. 
vanced to the galea of Stuttgard, occupied 
Heidelberg and Manheim; and if Mnyonce 
e mid bo taken by a coup de main, Mayence 
is now in their power. 

What does Prussia wanl then? She with- 
• > to commit an act of absolute domination, 
und to establish ihe fact in Germany that no 
one is capable of resisting hor will. 

She wishes to impose on Southern Ger- 
many contributions largo tnoui;!] to Gil h"r 
empty colleis, and to enable M, von Bismarck 
to dispen.-o wilh asking for money, and giving 
an account to the Prussian Parliament. 

She wishes lo adjudge lo herself, by the 
right of conquest, tho largest uDd best part 
ol Hesso. Sho wishes to force Bavaria lo 
cede her all the territory she possesses lo the 
north of the Main. Sho takes pride in taking 
hack tho Margraviatf 8 of JSayreuth and 
Anspach, which Napoleon gave to Btvai-ia, 
ami whioh Princu Haideuberg claimed as 
early us 1814, under pretext that the Prin- 
cesses ol Prunsia had reigned thero. Bavaria 
will loso by this a quarter of her lerriloiy und 
almost a third of her populaiion ; but one of 
the traces of tho work of Napoleon will have 
boon effaced. 

In her official declarations, which are 
denied by all her acts, and wtiieh are con- 
tradicted by tho statements of her journals, 
Prussia announces that she wishes to leave 
Southern Germany full independence. But 
how does sho act towurds those Slates over 
which bIio has gained no docisivo success ? 

She wishes lo humiliule them by a peace 
the conditions of which sho will dictate alona. 

Sho wishes to ruin them by wur contri- 
butions. 

Sho wishes to mutilate them by spoliations 
of territory. 

She wishes to injure their material interests 
by their exclusion from the Z.illveroin. 

She wishes lo reduce them to the atalo of 
dooile and trembling vassals, not daring as 
yet to raako them subjects. 

Abandoned by Austria, whoso duty il 
was lo defend them for her honor und in the 
interest of her iuture, whero will these Slates 
whose independence is necessary for the 
bulance of power in Europe, aud indispen- 
sable to the suluty of our frontiers, find help 
and prutecliou 1 

Can France, who has put the Royal crown 
on the head of the sovereigns of Bavaria and 
Wurtomburg, ullow them to be transformed 
inlo Prusiiun prefects? In 1815, Piussia 
wished to decrease them, because anything 
which might beoome an element of strength 
and resistance even thun gave hor umbrage. 
Europo, being equally longsighted, lays down 
the principle ol ihe inionriiy of those Stales 
Will she allow that to be destroyed in 18G(i 
which a wise policy made her preserve in 
1815? 

If Prussia thinks bIio can mutilate and 
humiliate those Stales, if she means to leave 
ihoni ouly the appearance of life, by despoil- 
ing them ot ul I tho conditious ol a dignified, 
real, and independent existence, she d ludes 
herself. Europo ounuot tolerate this abuse 
ol forco.
